Anti-war Socialists defeat 
ruling party in upset victory 

MADRID, SPAIN I The opposition Socialists 
scored a dramatic upset win in Spain’s gen- 
eral election Sunday, unseating conservatives 
stung by charges they provoked the Madrid 
terror bombings by supporting the U.S.-led 
war in Iraq. 

It was the first time a government that 
backed the Iraq war has been voted out of 
office. Incoming prime minister Jose Luis 
Rodriguez Zapatero has pledged to bring home 
the 1,300 troops Spain has 
stationed in Iraq. 

“Today voters have 
said they want a change 
of government,” Rodriguez 
Zapatero said in his vic- 
tory speech. His Spanish 
Socialist Workers Party 
soared from 125 seats in 
the outgoing 350 -seat leg- 
islature to 164 in the next one. The governing 
Popular Party fell to 148 from 183. 

Pre-election polls had favored ruling party 
candidate Mariano Rajoy, Prime Minister 
Jose Maria Aznar’s hand-picked successor, 
to win handily. 

The government had insisted that its 
prime suspect in Thursday’s rail bombings 
was the armed Basque separatist group ETA, 
even as evidence mounted of an Islamic link 
in the railway bombings.

Coroners work to identify victims of murder spree 


FRESNO, CALIF. I Six coroners, triple 
the typical weekend staff, worked 
in shifts Sunday to identify the nine 
victims of a mass killing, believed 
to all be family members of a man 
who lived a bizarre life of polygamy 
and incest. 

Marcus Wesson, who may have 
fathered two of the victims with his 
own daughters, was charged with 
nine counts of murder. Bail was set 
at $9 million. 

Identifying the victims and 
tracking down next of kin to be 
notified was a difficult process. 

“It’s just very complicated,” 
Deputy Fresno County Coroner 
Amy Hance said Sunday. “Who do 
you make notification to if eventu- 
ally some of the victims are other 


victims’ relatives?” 

Wesson, 57, covered with blood 
but described by police as “very 
calm,” was arrested Friday when 
he emerged from his home, where 
authorities found the nine bodies. 

Investigators said the victims 
were six females and three males, 
ranging in age from 1 to 24 and 
probably all Wesson’s children 
and grandchildren. 

A makeshift memorial of stuffed 
animals, balloons and flowers grew 
Sunday on the sidewalk in front of 
the single -story house, as a steady 
flow of people came by with more 
cards and teddy bears. 

No motive had been determined, 
Police Chief Jerry Dyer told report- 
ers.

Stem Cells Could 
Cure Baldness, 
Researchers Say 

SAN FRANCISCO I Research showing 
that bald mice can grow hair after 
being implanted with a type of stem 
cell could lead to a cure for baldness, 
a group of scientists says. 

The project marks the first time 
that “blank slate” stem cells were 
able to induce hair growth, said Dr. 
George Cotsarelis, a University of 
Pennsylvania dermatologist. 

The study was released Sunday 
on the Web site of the journal 
Nature Technology in advance of 
its April publication date, (ap) 


Officials say Iraqis 
better off since the fall 
of Saddam Hussein 

WASHINGTON I Bush administra- 
tion officials said Sunday they do 
not regret that America went to war 
against Iraq even though banned 
weapons have not been found one 
year after the U.S.-led invasion. 

Defense Secretary Donald H. 
Rumsfeld said he believes weapons of 
mass destruction could still turn up. 
Secretary of State Colin Powell said 
even if they don’t, that doesn’t mean 
prewar intelligence was distorted to 


make the case for ousting Saddam 
Hussein, as some Democrats charge. 

“We may not find the stockpiles. 
They may not exist any longer. But 
let’s not suggest that somehow we 
knew this” before the war, Powell 
said on ABC’s “This Week.” “We went 
to the United Nations, we went to 
the world with the best information 
we had. Nothing that was cooked.” 

Friday marks the one -year anni- 
versary of the start of the war. 

Powell, Rumsfeld and national 
security adviser Condoleezza Rice 
appeared on the Sunday morning 
talk shows to defend the decision 
to topple Saddam and to highlight 


progress in rebuilding Iraq. 

They cited work on schools and 
hospitals, the improving economy, 
and development of Iraqi security 
forces. They said that after decades 
of Saddam’s rule, Iraq now has an 
interim constitution that protects 
human rights. 

President Bush’s handling of Iraq 
has become a leading issue in the 
presidential campaign. Democrats 
say Bush’s rush to war, poor plan- 
ning and failure to build a broad- 
er international coalition have left 
the United States mired in a conflict 
with an extraordinary cost in lives 
and tax dollars, ken guggenheim (ap)

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Episcopal Group in Rebellion 


Several congregations 
defy church leaders in 
dispute over gay bishop 

FAIRLAWN, OHIO I Launching a new 
front in the Episcopal Church con- 
flict over the appointment of an 
openly gay bishop, six defiant 
congregations joined Sunday in a 
confirmation service led by bishops 
acting without permission from the 
Diocese of Ohio. 

Under Episcopal law and liturgy, 
confirmations are performed only 
by local bishops or visiting bishops 
approved by the head of the host 
diocese — in this case Bishop J. 


Clark Grew II of Cleveland. 

“This business against the 
diocesan bishop is simply defiant 
and that’s why it’s troubling,” said 
Daniel England, a church spokes- 
man. “It violates our constitution 
and canons.” 

The six congregations are part 
of a protest movement nationwide 
of conservative Episcopalians who 
oppose homosexual activity on bib- 
lical grounds. 

The issue exploded last year 
when the church’s national con- 
vention approved the elevation of 
the denomination’s first openly gay 
bishop, V. Gene Robinson of New 
Hampshire. 


Grew joined a majority of 
Episcopal bishops in voting for 
Robinson and Sunday’s service 
was a personal snub of his author- 
ity. A message left Sunday seeking 
comment was not immediately 
returned. 

Conservatives are demanding 
substitute leadership from out- 
side their dioceses, bypassing their 
regular resident bishops, and say 
bishops have rarely provided that 
for them. 

The issue of oversight will top the 
agenda when the nation’s Episcopal 
bishops meet behind closed doors 
at Navasota, Texas, starting Friday.

Study Rates 
Media Less 
Trustworthy 

Public worries about 
bias, says journalists 
likely to hide mistakes 

NEW YORK I Journalism in 2004 is 
in the midst of an epochal trans- 
formation that is complicated by 
cost-cutting and a public mistrust of 
the media, a study released Sunday 
concluded. 

The study, by the Project for 
Excellence in Journalism, is intended 
to be the first of an annual look at elec- 
tronic, print and online journalism. 

It painted a picture of a busi- 
ness going through fragmentation 
and convergence. For example, 
Americans are turning to more 
and different sources for news, yet 
outlets are increasingly owned by a 
few giant companies. 

At the same time, the public is 
taking an increasingly dimmer view 
ofjournalists. 

The number of Americans who 
think news organizations are highly 
professional shrunk from 72 percent 
in 1985 to 49 percent in 2002. People 
who feel journalists try to cover up 
mistakes rose from 13 percent to 67 
percent in the same time, according 
to polling done by the Pew Research 
Center for the People and the Press.

Suspect in Madrid Train 
Bombs Tied to al Qaeda 


Russian president 
captures 69% of vote 
in landslide victory 

MOSCOW I President Vladimir Putin 
claimed victory early Monday after 
easily winning a second term with 
more than 69 percent of the vote 
in Sunday’s presidential election, 
according to partial official results. 

With 49.7 percent of precincts 
accounted for, Putin had 69.3 per- 
cent of the vote, the Central Election 
Commission reported. 

Putin was looking for a power- 
ful turnout to further strengthen 
his grip over Russia — already 
tightened by his appointment of a 
loyal new Cabinet just before the 
vote and by December parliamen- 
tary elections that gave the main 
pro -Kremlin party full control over 
lawmaking. According to prelimi- 
nary data, 64.27 percent of voters 


nationwide had cast ballots, elec- 
toral officials said. 

Putin, who reined in Russia’s 
independent media following his 
first election in 2000, dominated 


state television networks before the 
vote. His five challengers received 
less coverage, adding to the wide- 
spread impression that the vote was 
a one-horse race, (ap) 


Man named in case 
against 9/11 cell leader 

MADRID, SPAIN I A Moroccan man 
arrested in the Madrid train 
bombings had ties with an alleged 
al Qaeda cell leader charged with 
helping plan the Sept. 11, 2001, 
attacks, an indictment shows. 

The 700-page Sept. 17, 2003, 
indictment by Spanish Judge Bal- 
tasar Garzon names Jamal Zougam 
— one of three Moroccans arrested 
Saturday — as a “follower” of Imad 
Yarkas, whom Garzon jailed for 
allegedly helping plan the attacks. 


Zougam’s alleged al Qaeda links 
strengthen suspicions that the terror 
group was involved in Thursday’s 
Madrid bombings. According to the 
indictment, Zougam’s home was 
once searched, turning up a video 
of mujaheddin fighters in Russia 
and telephone numbers of three 
members of the Madrid al Qaeda 
cell allegedly led by Yarkas. 

In addition to the three Mor- 
occans, Spanish police have arrested 
two Indians. The five were arrest- 
ed after a cell phone and prepaid 
phone card were found in an explo- 
sives-filled gym bag on one of the 
bombed trains, (ap)

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Roadside bombs 
killed four American soldiers in 
Baghdad, raising to six the num- 
ber of U.S. troops who have died 


in attacks in Iraq this weekend, the 
coalition said Sunday. 

A roadside bomb killed three 
soldiers Saturday in southeastern 


Baghdad, a spokeswoman said. That 
followed a similar attack in Tikrit 
that killed two soldiers. A sixth sol- 
dier died from injuries suffered in 
a blast in the Iraqi capital Sunday, 
the spokeswoman said, (ap) 


Suicide bombers from 
Gaza kill 11 Israelis; 
Sharon cancels meeting 

ASHDOD, ISRAEL I Two Palestinian 
suicide bombers blew themselves up 
in this closely guarded Israeli port 
Sunday, killing 11 Israelis in the first 
deadly attack on a strategic instal- 
lation in more than three years of 
Israeli-Palestinian fighting. 

Israeli attack helicopters fired 
missiles at three workshops in 
Gaza City hours after the bomb- 
ings, residents said, but no one 
was hurt. The Israeli military had 
no comment. 

Police said the Palestinian sui- 
cide bombers may have intended to 
blow themselves up near chemical 
tanks to try to cause far greater loss 
of life. The bombings raised serious 
questions about Israel’s vulnerabil- 
ity; Israel has been fearing a so- 
called “mega attack” on a chemical 
depot or fuel storage facility. 


Area police commander Moshe 
Karadi said the explosives used were 
“different from other such cases.” 
Israel TV said they were high- 
grade plastic explosives, indicat- 
ing a deadly upgrade for future 
operations. 

The attackers, residents of a 
Gaza refugee camp, were the first 
Palestinian bombers 
from Gaza to infil- 
trate Israel during 
the current round 
of violence. The 
coastal strip is sur- 
rounded by a fence 
and subject to strin- 
gent security. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon called off a meeting with 
his Palestinian counterpart, Ahmed 
Qureia, that had tentatively been 
set for Tuesday. Palestinian Cabinet 
minister Saeb Erekat condemned 
the attack and expressed regret 
that Israel canceled the talks.

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Two Missing Bodies Found 


One passenger still 
lost after water taxi 
accident March 6 

BALTIMORE I The bodies of two of 
the three passengers missing since 
a water taxi capsized eight days ago 
were recovered Sunday, city offi- 
cials said. 

Crews pulled the body of Andrew 
Roccella, 26, of Virginia, from the 
cold, murky Baltimore Harbor at 
2:24 p.m. The body of 6 -year- old 
Daniel Bentrem of Harrisonburg, 
Va., was recovered at 4:16 p.m., Fire 
Chief William Goodwin said. 

The discovery “will allow the 
families to have their grieving time,

their funerals. Hopefully that’s what 
we achieved,” Goodwin said. 

One passenger remains miss- 
ing: Corinne Schillings, 26, of 
Alexandria, Va., who planned to 
marry Roccella. Divers planned 
to re-enter the water Monday, 


Goodwin said. 

“I feel we will be successful in 
that third attempt, finding Corinne, 
and then our job will be complete,” 
he said. 

The bodies were found “a couple 
hundred feet” from where the survi- 
vors were rescued, Goodwin said. 

The Seaport Taxi flipped over 
March 6 in a sudden thunderstorm 
with wind gusts up to 55 miles per 
hour, sending all 25 people on board 
into chilly, choppy water. Two died 
after they were rescued. 

The bodies were detected Sunday 
by sonar equipment. An 8 -pound 
robotic camera took video to con- 
firm the discovery, Goodwin said.

Millions of Cicadas to 
Invade Region in Spring 


WASHINGTON I Unwelcome red- 
eyed, winged visitors are expect- 
ed to drop in on the nation’s capital 
and parts of Maryland and Virginia 
this spring — by the millions. 

Periodical cicadas, who’ve been 
underground for 17 years, will tun- 
nel out of the ground and sound off 
day and night in search of a mate. 
Bug experts say their coming will 
be of biblical proportions. 

Some cicadas emerge annually 
in the eastern United States. Others 


come out every two to four or 13 
years. But this variety, known as 
Brood X, invades every 17 years. 

The last time they covered the 
D.C. area was in 1987- Remnants 
of cicadas were on roadways and 
sidewalks. Residents pulled them 
out of their hair. 

“I just remember being in my 
backyard with a tennis racket swat- 
ting them,” said Rob Garretson, of 
Ellicott City, Md., who lived in 
Arlington, Va., in 1987. (ap)

A P P L Y I N G I With the U. S . employ- 
ment picture murky, many people 
who have jobs are looking to make 
moves internally rather than hunt 
for better postitions outside their 
companies. 

So when a job opens up within 
an organization, scores of internal 
applicants may raise their hands. 
“People are finding that there still 
isn’t that much job activity going on 
outside of their companies, so a lot 
of them are looking inside for new 
opportunities,” says Wendy Alfus- 
Rothman, a New York organization- 
al psychologist and career-manage- 
ment coach. 

Internal candidates typically 
have an advantage, as hiring man- 
agers would rather consider people 
who know the culture of the orga- 
nization and whom they can assess 
by observing their work and talking 
to their colleagues. 

Some career coaches suggest 
looking for that same job outside of 
your company as well, particularly 
if it is a position that really interests 
you. Gaining insight into the posi- 
tion at competitive firms not only 
opens you up to another opportuni- 
ty, but also provides broader knowl- 
edge about the job when vying for 
the internal opening. 

Roy Cohen, a New York career 
counselor and executive coach, 
advises people to be on as many 
radar screens as possible — what 





he calls “aggressive evangelism.” Try 
to find people inside the company — 
and even outside — to serve as your 
advocates. This is a time to tap into 
as many contacts as possible. 

But most important, be mindful 
of your current boss. When you are 
applying for a job inside your com- 
pany, word of your inquiries about 
an opening can easily get around. 
Many career coaches say disclosure 
time depends on your relationship 
with your boss and the culture of 
the company. 

Even if you don’t get the job, stay 
in touch with the hiring managers. 
That way, you may be on the top 
of the list the next time there is an 
opening. At least you’ll have estab- 
lished a relationship. 

“Besides, the first 30 days of a 
new job are always the most tenu- 
ous,” says Alfus-Rothman. “The 
new hire may not work out, and 
you will be right there in the wings.”

Tennessee Ranks No. I 


NCAA’S WOMEN’S TOURNAMENT I 

Tennessee earned the top overall 
seed in the NCAA women’s basket- 
ball tournament Sunday, but two 
straight national championships 
weren’t enough to get a No. 1 for 
Connecticut. 

Coach Pat Summitt’s Lady Vols, 
winners of a record six national 
titles, were made the No. 1 seed in 
the Midwest Regional. Also placed 
at the top of the brackets were Penn 
State (East), Duke (Mideast) and 
Texas (West). 

This is the first time that UConn, 
which has won three of the last four 
NCAA titles, has not been a No. 1 
seed since 1998, when as a No. 2 it 
was upset by North Carolina State 
in the East Regional final. 


But it was a banner year for the 
Big East overall because the league 
got a record-tying eight teams in 
the NCAA tournament. Seven SEC 
teams made it. The Big 12 also had 
seven and the Big Ten six. 

First-round games will be 
played next Saturday or Sunday at 
16 sites. Those winners play March 
22 or 23. 

Making the field was Maryland 
(17-12), given at-large berths 
after finishing 8-8 in the ACC.

Screen Saviors 


Film studios hope 
TV and Internet will 
help fill theater seats 

MARKETING I In the never-ending 
quest for a box office splash, movie 
marketers are testing a new varia- 
tion of an old concept — the “sneak 
preview.” 

Before “Dawn of the Dead” and 
“Taking Lives” hit the theaters next 
Friday, consumers can sample uncut 
sequences of both without buying a 
ticket or even leaving the house. 

In a first, Universal Pictures 
will show the opening 10 minutes 
of its horror remake of “Dawn of the 
Dead” on the USA Network tonight. 
And beginning Friday, Warner Bros, 
is showing the first nine -and- some 
minutes of its thriller “Taking Lives” 
online at Yahoo Movies until the 
film opens. 

While the use of television for 
this form of marketing is unprece- 
dented, Yahoo Movies, with 9.4 mil- 
lion visitors a month, is fast becom- 
ing a tool of choice for studios. 

In the past two years, 
“The Cooler,” “28 Days Later,” 
“Cabin Fever,” “Darkness Falls,” 
“Confidence” and “Brown Sugar” 
have used the Web site to show the 
first seven to 10 minutes of their 
films. “The Blair Witch Project

was the first film to exploit the 
Internet. 

The “Dawn of the Dead” exper- 
iment, noted Michele Ganeless, 
executive vice president and gen- 
eral manager of USA Networks, 
acknowledges, “The use of the 
Internet is so prolific now, but you 
have to take an active role .... The 
role of the TV viewer is more pas- 
sive. It’s a bigger sampling because 
we’re giving everybody access with- 
out having to do anything other 
than turn on USA.” 

It may be simpler to turn on 
the tube, but surveys show that 
core moviegoing audiences (ages 
12 to 34) spend more time surf- 
ing the Internet than watching 
television. 

Because of the fierce competition 
to land a box-office hit in a short 
period of time, the producers of 
“Taking Lives” felt an unconvention- 
al advertising campaign to attract 
young viewers was in order. 

Whether it’s an uncut run on 
TV or a sample on the Internet, 
movie marketing executives are 
clearly searching for visibility in 
the marketplace. 

“We’re all buying television ads 
and outdoor billboards and trailers 
in theaters, which result not just in 
clutter in theaters but also clutter in 
the airwaves,” said Dawn Taubin, 
president of marketing for Warner 
Bros. Pictures. 

“The trend we’re seeing is 
in the openness of looking at 
other ideas.” maria elena fernandez

A Hollywood novel 
dissects the fine art 
of ego negotiation 

BOOKS I “So 5 Minutes Ago” 
(Villard) is the debut novel of 
journalist Hilary de Vries, who 
has covered Hollywood for more 
than a decade. 

In her book, she skewers every- 
one, from former movie stars and 
their fawning assistants to the peo- 
ple who populate the red carpet at 
awards show: “folks you can’t tell 
without a scorecard — dour-look- 
ing agents, executives and pro- 
ducers.” 

Alex Davidson is a thirtysome- 
thing publicist who’s worked for 
some of the biggest and not-so- 
biggest Hollywood stars. 

Her “rules” include: Never take 
any call you can return, never 
expect stars to acknowledge you 
and never read anything except 
the weekend box-office grosses 
and the tabloids. 

Alex’s “legendary if fading” pub- 
licity agency has just merged with 
another firm. What does this mean 
for Alex’s former boss — and Alex

Will they be among those 
to exit the agency? 

This is the main ingredient of “So 
5 Minutes Ago,” but it’s the tasty tid- 
bits stirred into the stew that make 


the novel so piquant. 

The cast of characters includes 
actor Troy Madden, who’s tumbled 
from his Vanity Fair cover heights 
of a few years back; former rising 
young starlet Scooby (back when she 
was in the closet), who’s gone public 
with Scrappy, another Hollywood 
starlet; and “the Phoenix,” who 
has two cats, named Botox and 
Lipo, and is getting her own real- 
ity series. 

Alex must keep Troy, after his 
three stays in rehab, out of trouble; 
kick-start Scooby ’s career, which 
is all but dead; and persuade the 
Phoenix not to leave the agency. 

Meanwhile, her family arrives 
for a visit, and just pulling out of the 
driveway of their hotel is an ordeal 
as they head to Beverly Hills “for 
humiliation and dim sum.” 

“So 5 Minutes Ago” doesn’t 
evoke tons of sympathy for publi- 
cists, despite the abuse Alex takes 
from her employers and clients. 

What it does offer is a view of 
Hollywood as seen through the eyes 
of an insider; reason enough to enjoy 
what de Vries has to offer, espe- 
cially if you’re a stargazer.

BACK TO THE WELL I What is it about 
the story of “Dangerous Liaisons” 
that drives filmmakers to shoot it 
again and again? 

Director Roger Vadim updated 
Choderlos de Laclos’s 1782 novel of 
courtly manners and calculated cru- 
elty in “Dangerous Liaisons I960.” 
(The film featured a cool score by 
Art Blakey and the Jazz Messengers.) 
Vadim remade the film in 1976 as 
“Game of Seduction.” 

The late 1980s saw two versions: 
“Dangerous Liaisons,” starring 
Glenn Close, John Malkovich, Uma 
Thurman and Michelle Pfieffer, was 
a hit in 1988. Its success overshad- 
owed “Valmont,” directed by Milos 
Forman and released in 1989. 



In 1999, the tale was updated for 
the “Dawson’s Creek” crowd in the 
decadent movie “Cruel Intentions,” 
meeting ground for off-screen now- 
marrieds Ryan Phillippe and Reese 
Witherspoon.
